jecl  of  the  Imperial  Relcript,  ol"  the 

i  7rh  of  October,  i  7y6. 

The  minilter  of  Hanover  has  de- 
clared to  M.  De  Hingel,  the  imperial 
commits  oner, 

f«  |*bsf  his  imperial  majefty  has  di- 
jectly  required  his  majelty  the  king 
of  Great  Britain  and  elet'tor  of  Hano- 
ver, to  furnith  a  new  proof  of  his 
jiiaiked  attachment  to  the  Germanic 
Conltitution,  by  giving  a  great  exam 
pic,  and  acting  efhcacioully  in  concert 
■with  the  Diet  of  Ratilbon,  not  only 
that  he  may  be  rated  for  a  PufSeient 
quantity  of  Roman  months,  but  by 
paying  up  all  that  remains  due  of  his 
quota  It  was  declared  at  the  fame 
lime  that  it  was  neceilary  the  number 
of  Roman  months  lhould  exceed  a  hun- 
dred. 

«'  His  Britannic  majefly  has  replied 
to  his  Imperial  majelly,  that  he  would 
Jiot,  nor  was  lie  able  to  anticipate  the 
refolut'n.ns  of  h  s  co-eltatcs,  and  that 
lie  was  not  at  prelent  in  circumltances 
which  permitted  him  to  anfwer  the 
demand  which  was  made.  That  (i. ice 
the  period  when  the  lart  Roman 
months  were  granted,  the  fyltein  of 
the  war  had  completely  changed  ; 
that  different  Mates  holding  of  the  ein- 
pii  tf-,  had  made  a  leparate  peace,  toa- 
void  the  total  ruin  with  which  their 
countries  were  threatened.  That  o- 
thers  had  embraced  neutrality  tor  tne 
profenarion  of  their  fubjects  ;  and  the 

-  profperity  thefe  Rates  enjoyed  proved 
that  they  attained  of  a  falutary  ob- 
ject. That  the  affairs  of  the  Empire 
have  dfumed  quite  another  afpect, 
and  that  the  relations  of  his  Britannic 
majelty,  in  his  quality  of  Elector  and 
Prince  of  the  empire. were  well  known 
to  be  inconiillent  with  the  Imperial 
demands  ;   that  he  cannot  ot  courfe 

-  confent  to  the  granting  of  new  Ro- 
man months  for  the  continuation  of 
this  unhappy  war  ;  it il  1  far  lefs  can  he 
contribute  directly,  fince  the  negotia- 
tions commenced  at  Paris, from  which 
is  expected  a  happy  ill ae  for  that 
tranquility  of  Europe,  and  which  are 
"known  to  his  Imperial  majelty,  to  a- 
■void  every  proceeding  that  might  give 
an  unfavorable  colour  to  his  perfonal 
character."
